“PUBLIC  UTILITIES  ACT.” 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Pub¬ 
lic  Utilities  Act,”  the  following  regulations 
were  adopted  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commis¬ 
sion  on  the  25th  day  of  January,  1944,  ^  and 
approved  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Coun¬ 
cil  on  the  1st  day  of  February,  1944,  by  Order 
in  Council  No.  110: — 

REGULATIONS  RESPECTING 
TRANSPORTATION. 

(“  Public  Utilities  Act.”) 

PART  i. 

GENERAL. 

1.1  Interpretation. 

In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context  other¬ 
wise  requires : — 

“  Transportation  utility  ”  or  “  utility  ”  means 
a  public  utility  which  owns  or  operates 
in  the  Province  equipment  or  facilities 
for  the  transportation  of  persons  or 
property  over  a  railway,  street-railway, 
or  tramway  for  the  public  for  compen¬ 
sation,  or  by  motor-vehicles  operating  as 
part  of  or  connected  with  such  railway, 
street-railway,  or  tramway: 

“  Motor-vehicle  ”  or  “  vehicle  ”  means  any 
motor-vehicle  operating  for  the  purpose 
of  transporting  passengers  or  freight  as 
part  of  or  connected  with  a  railway, 
street-railway,  or  tramway,  including 
any  attached  trailer;  excepting  vehicles 
running  only  upon  rails  or  tracks : 

“  Transportation  route  ”  means  any  route 
upon  which  transportation  is  regularly 
offered  to  the  public  by  a  transportation 
utility : 

“  Record  ”  includes  any  tariff,  time  schedule, 
map,  profile,  contract,  report,  document, 
account,  book,  or  other  statement: 
“Passenger-vehicle”  means  any  motor- 
vehicle  used  for  the  carrying  of  passen¬ 
gers  : 

“  Car  ”  shall  mean  any  vehicle  running  only 
upon  rails  or  tracks  and  used  for  the 
carrying  of  passengers  or  freight. 

1.2  Reference. 

These  regulations  may  be  referred  to  as  the 
“  Regulations  respecting  Transportation  (‘  Pub¬ 
lic  Utilities  Act  ’) .” 

1.3  Repeal. 

Clause  (a)  of  paragraph  1  of  Regulation  1 
of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  hereby 
rescinded.  Regulations  6,  8,  and  9  of  the  Pub¬ 
lic  Utilities  Commission  are  also  rescinded. 

1.4  Filing  in  Duplicate. 

Every  record  required  to  be  filed  with  the 
Commission  shall,  unless  otherwise  specified, 
be  filed  in  duplicate  at  the  offices  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  in  Victoria. 


PART  II. 

REPORTS. 

2.1  General  Report. 

Every  transportation  utility  shall  file  with 
the  Commission  the  following  records: — 

(a.)  The  name  and  address  of  the  utility. 
(b.)  All  agreements  with  municipalities  re¬ 
specting  any  special  rights  or  restric¬ 
tions  in  connection  with  transportation 
within  the  municipalities. 

(c.)  Maps  showing  all  the  routes  on  which 
motor-vehicles  are  regularly  operated 
by  the  utility  and  showing  also  all  the 
lines  of  railway,  street-railway,  or 
tramway  of  the  utility. 
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(cl.)  The  following  particulars  of  each 
motor-vehicle : — 

Name  of  registered  owner  (as  per 
Motor-vehicle  licence). 

Registration  number  (under  “  Motor- 
vehicle  Act”). 

Current  licence  number  (under 
“  Motor-vehicle  Act”). 

Make  .  Year 

Engine  number. 

Total  wheel-base. 

Weight  (unloaded). 

General  description  (e.g.  if  a  passen¬ 
ger-vehicle,  whether  “  street-car  ” 
type,  trailer  type,  or  standard 
type). 

(e.)  The  following  additional  particulars  of 
each  motor-vehicle  used  for  the  carry¬ 
ing  of  passengers: — 

Kind  of  body. 

Number  of  passengers  for  whom 
fixed  seats  are  provided. 

Number,  description,  and  location  of 
movable,  let-down,  or  “  jump  ” 
seats. 

Number  of  doors  and  where  located. 
Interior  dimensions. 

2.2  Alteration  of  Agreements. 

Where  any  change  in  the  name  or  address  of 
a  utility  is  made,  or  where  any  agreement 
referred  to  in  clause  ( b )  of  paragraph  2.1  is 
altered,  the  utility  shall  immediately  file  a 
report  with  the  Commission  setting  out  the 
alteration. 

2.3  Alteration  of  Routes. 

No  transportation  routes  shall  be  extended, 
reduced,  or  otherwise  altered,  whether  under  a 
certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity, 
an  order  of  the  Commission,  or  otherwise,  un¬ 
less  full  particulars  of  the  alteration  are  first 
filed  with  the  Commission  showing  the  altera¬ 
tions  required  to  be  made  on  the  maps  filed 
pursuant  to  paragraph  2.1. 

2.4  Alteration  of  Motor-vehicles. 

Any  change  in  the  particulars  of  any  motor- 
vehicle  as  reported  pursuant  to  paragraph  2.1 
shall  be  immediately  reported  to  the  Commis¬ 
sion. 

2.5  Monthly  Reports. 

Every  transportation  utility  shall  file  with 
the  Commission  each  month  a  report  for  the 
preceding  month  showing  the  following: — 

(a.)  Particulars  of  every  accident  arising 
out  of  the  operation  of  any  motor- 
vehicle  or  car  of  the  utility  which 
resulted  in  property  damage  exceeding 
$150  or  in  serious  injury  or  fatality  to 
any  person. 

( b .)  Particulars  of  all  serious  or  prolonged 
interruptions  of  service. 

(c.)  Number  of  miles  operated  by  each 
motor-vehicle  operated  by  the  utility 
and  the  registration  number  of  each 
such  vehicle. 

Information  furnished  pursuant  to  clauses 
(a),  ( b ),  and  (c)  of  this  paragraph  will  not 
be  made  public  by  the  Commission  except  in 
connection  with  proceedings  commenced  by  the 
Commission. 

PART  III. 

TARIFFS. 

3.1  Filing  of  Passenger  and  Freight  Tariffs. 

Every  transportation  utility  shall  file  with 
the  Commission  tariffs  covering  all  its  rates  for 
the  transportation  of  passengers  and  freight. 
The  tariffs  shall  state  clearly  and  explicitly 
the  passenger  fares  and  freight  rates  to  be 
charged,  together  with  the  following  matters:  — 
(a.)  Name  of  utility. 

(/>.)  Operating  name  (if  different  from  name 
of  utility). 


(c.)  Serial  number  of  tariff. 

( d .)  Whether  public  passenger  tariff,  char¬ 
ter  tariff,  sightseeing  tariff,  or  freight 
tariff. 

( e .)  Date  issued  and  by  whom  issued  and 
his  title  and  address. 

(/.)  Explanation  of  abbreviations,  if  any. 

( g .)  All  rules  and  regulations  which  govern 
or  in  any  way  affect  the  passenger 
fares  or  the  freight  rates  or  the  value 
of  the  service  to  be  rendered. 

3.11  In  the  case  of  all  tariffs  the  following 
matters  shall  also  be  shown:— 

(a.)  Termini  between  which  each  section  of 
the  tariff  applies  and  route  traversed. 

(b.)  List  of  depots  and  local  agents. 

(e.)  Names  of  stations  to  which  the  respec¬ 
tive  rates  apply,  the  distance  in  miles 
from  terminus  to  each  station,  the  one¬ 
way  and  return  adult  fares  definitely 
stated  in  cents  or  dollars  and  cents  per 
passenger  from  terminus  to  each  sta¬ 
tion,  and  the  intermediate  fares  be¬ 
tween  stations. 

(cl.)  A  clause  substantially  as  follows  (ex¬ 
cept  where  flat  rates  are  in  effect)  :— 
“  Rates  from  or  to  intermediate  points 
not  named  herein  will  be  the  same 
as  the  rates  from  or  to  the  next 
more  distant  point  named.” 

3.12  All  rates  stated  in  a  passenger  tariff  for 
charter  trips  shall,  unless  the  tariff  otherwise 
provides,  include  all  expenses  incidental  to  the 
operation  of  the  chartered  vehicle  or  car,  such 
as  the  provision  of  a  driver  or  motorman  and 
other  necessary  attendants,  and  payment  of 
road  and  bridge  tolls. 

3.13  Every  sightseeing  passenger  tariff  shall 
show,  in  addition  to  the  matters  specified  in 
paragraph  3.1,  the  termini  between  which  each 
section  of  the  tariff  applies  and  the  1’oute 
traversed. 

3.2  Publication  of  Tariffs. 

Every  transportation  utility  shall  publish 
and  keep  open  for  inspection  of  the  public  at 
its  principal  office  copies  of  all  its  passenger 
and  freight  tariffs,  and  at  all  offices  and  other 
places  where  tickets  are  sold  extracts  from  the 
tariffs  giving  adequate  information  as  to  the 
rates  in  effect  on  the  routes  in  respect  of  which 
the  tickets  are  sold. 

3.3  Amendment  of  Tariffs. 

(1.)  Special  passenger  and  fi'eight  tariffs 
shall  be  filed  by  the  company  with  the  Commis¬ 
sion,  and  every  such  tariff  shall  specify  the 
date  of  the  issue  thereof  and  the  date  on  which 
it  is  intended  to  take  effect;  and  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  statement  of  the  reasons 
therefor. 

(2.)  When  any  such  special  passenger  or 
freight  tariff  reduces  any  toll  previously 
authorized  to  be  charged  under  this  Act,  the 
company  shall  file  such  tariff  with  the  Com¬ 
mission,  and  shall,  for  three  days  previous  to 
the  date  on  which  such  tariff  is  intended  to 
take  effect,  deposit  and  keep  on  file  in  a  con¬ 
venient  place,  open  for  the  inspection  of  the 
public  during  office  hours,  a  copy  of  such  tariff 
at  every  agency  station  or  office  of  the  com¬ 
pany  where  passengers  or  freight  are  received, 
or  to  which  passengers  or  freight  are  to  be 
carried  thereunder,  and  also  post  up  in  a 
prominent  place  at  each  such  office  or  station 
a  notice  in  large  type  directing  public  attention 
to  the  place  in  such  office  or  station  where  such 
tariff  is  so  kept  on  file:  Provided  that  the 
Commission  may  prescribe  any  other  or  addi¬ 
tional  method  of  publication  of  such  tariff 
during  the  period  aforesaid. 

(3.)  When  any  such  special  passenger  or 
freight  tariff  advances  any  toll  previously 
authorized  to  be  charged  under  this  Act,  the 
company  shall  in  like  manner  file  and  publish 
such  tariff  fifteen  days  previously  to  the  date 
on  which  such  tariff  is  intended  to  take  effect. 
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(4.)  Upon  any  such  special  passenger  or 
freight  tariff  being  so  filed,  and  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  thereof,  the  company  shall, 
until  such  tariff  is  superseded  or  is  disallowed 
by  the  Commission,  charge  the  toll  or  tolls  as 
specified  therein ;  and  such  special  passenger 
or  freight  tariff  shall  supersede  any  preceding 
tariff  or  tariffs,  or  any  portion  or  portions 
thereof,  so  far  as  it  reduces  or  advances  the 
tolls  therein. 

FART  IV. 

TIME  SCHEDULES. 

4.1  Filing  of  Time  Schedules. 

Every  transportation  utility  shall  file  with 
the  Commission  copies  of  the  time  schedules  in 
effect  on  each  transportation  route,  which  shall 
be  serially  numbered  and  shall  show  the  fol¬ 
lowing  matters: — 

(a.)  Name  of  utility. 

(6.)  Operating  name  (if  different  from  name 
of  utility). 

(c.)  Serial  number  of  schedule. 

(d.)  Whether  “Passenger”  or  “Freight” 
schedule. 

(e. )  Termini  between  which  schedule  applies. 

(/.)  Route  traversed. 

(g.)  Date  issued  and  by  whom  issued  and 
his  title  and  address. 

( h .)  The  time  of  departure  from  and  arrival 
at  all  termini. 

(?'.)  The  time  of  departure  from  and  arrival 
at  intermediate  points  if  the  distance 
between  termini  is  greater  than  5  miles. 

(j. )  The  distance  from  terminus  to  all  points 
shown  in  schedule. 

(k.)  Days  of  the  week  on  which  service  is 
rendered. 

4.2  Amendment  of  Time  Schedules. 

Where  any  time  schedule  is  to  be  amended, 
the  utility  shall  prepare  a  new  time  schedule 
and  submit  it  to  the  Commission  for  filing, 
together  with  a  statement  of  the  reasons  for 
the  amendment.  In  addition  to  the  matters  set 
out  in  paragraph  4.1,  the  new  time  schedule 
shall  show  the  number  of  the  schedule  can¬ 
celled  (or  supplemented,  if  the  new  schedule  is 
of  a  temporary  nature)  and  the  proposed  effec¬ 
tive  date.  If  the  new  schedule  is  of  a  tempo¬ 
rary  nature,  and  is  filed  as  a  supplementary 
schedule,  the  date  of  expiry  shall  also  be  shown, 
and  after  that  date  the  supplementary  sched¬ 
ule  shall  be  deemed  to  be  cancelled.  Temporary 
schedules  effective  for  less  than  three  days 
which  provide  for  additional  service  or  for 
emergency  reduction  of  service,  and  which 
comply  with  these  regulations,  will  be  filed 
immediately  on  receipt  thereof  by  the  Commis¬ 
sion,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  Other  sched¬ 
ules  will  be  filed  fifteen  days  after  receipt 
thereof  by  the  Commission  if  they  comply  with 
these  regulations,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 
4.21  Except  in  the  case  of  a  temporary 
schedule  effective  for  less  than  three  days,  or 
where  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Commission,  no 
amendment  of  time  schedule  which  alters  any 
time  of  arrival  or  departure  shall  be  filed 
unless  fifteen  days’  notice  of  the  proposed 
amendment  is  given  to  the  public,  and  a  report 
filed  with  the  Commission  showing  the  form  of 
the  notice  and  the  date  on  which  and  the  man¬ 
ner  in  which  it  was  given.  The  notice  shall 
show  that  the  amendment  is  subject  to  the 
consent  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

4.3  Adherence  to  Time  Schedules. 

Additional  vehicles  and  cars  operated  at 
peak  traffic  periods  to  relieve  overcrowding  on 
the  regular  vehicles  and  cars  shall  be  operated 
with  due  regard  to  the  safety  and  convenience 
of  the  public,  but  need  not  be  operated  strictly 
in  accordance  with  the  time  schedules  of  the 
utility. 

4.31  Except  as  provided  in  paragraph  4.3 
and  subject  to  reasonable  delays,  every  trans¬ 


portation  utility  shall  give  service  in  accordance 
with  the  time  schedules  filed  and  published  as 
provided  in  these  regulations. 

4.4  Publication  of  Time  Schedules. 

Every  transportation  utility  shall  publish 
and  keep  open  for  inspection  of  the  public  at 
its  principal  office  copies  of  all  its  current 
time  schedules,  and  at  all  offices  and  other 
places  where  tickets  are  sold,  copies  of  all  the 
current  time  schedules  for  the  routes  in  respect 
of  which  the  tickets  are  sold. 

4.5  The  provisions  of  4.1,  4.2,  4.21,  4.3,  4.31, 
and  4.4  of  Part  IV.  shall  not  apply  to  the 
operation  of  street-railways  or  motor-vehicles 
operated  as  part  of  or  connected  with  street- 
railways,  but  every  transportation  utility  shall 
furnish  the  Commission  with  a  copy  of  the 
current  time-tables  of  such  operation  as  the 
transportation  utility  may  issue  from  time  to 
time. 

PART  V. 

OPERATION— GENERAL. 

5.1  Identification. 

All  passenger-vehicles  and  cars  operated  by 
a  transportation  utility  shall  have  a  sign  at 
the  front  with  letters  not  less  than  three  inches 
in  height  designating  the  route  over  which  or 
the  destination  to  which  the  vehicle  is  being 
operated.  The  sign  shall  be  illuminated  at 
night. 

5.2  Mechanical  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of 
Vehicles  and  Cars. 

Every  transportation  utility  shall  keep  its 
passenger-vehicles  and  cars  clean  and  sanitary 
and  in  a  safe  operating  condition,  and,  to 
insure  this,  shall  have  adequate  and  frequent 
inspections  made  of  each  vehicle  and  car.  No 
vehicle  or  car  shall  be  operated  for  the  trans¬ 
portation  of  passengers  which  is  known  by  any 
officer  or  employee  of  the  utility  to  have  some 
defect  or  deficiency  which  might  make  opera¬ 
tion  dangerous.  Where  any  such  defect  or 
deficiency  is  discovered  while  the  vehicle  or  car 
is  in  operation,  the  vehicle  or  car  shall  be 
brought  to  a  stop  and  shall  not  proceed  with 
passengers  until  the  defect  or  deficiency  which 
might  make  operation  dangerous  is  remedied. 

5.3  Sealing  Arrangement  and  Loading. 

The  seating  arrangement  and  loading  of 
every  vehicle  and  car  shall  be  such  that,  the 
driver’s  view  ahead  and  to  the  right  and  left 
is  not  obscured  in  any  way,  and  that  he  has  at 
all  times  free  movement  of  his  arms  and  legs 
and  ready  access  to  emergency  equipment. 

5.4  Baggage  and  Express. 

The  amount  of  baggage  or  express  that 
may  be  carried  on  a  passenger-vehicle  or  car 
shall  not  be  greater  than  can  safely  or  con¬ 
veniently  be  carried  without  undue  discomfort 
or  annoyance  to  the  passengers  and  must  not 
be  placed  so  as  to  prevent  free  and  ready  access 
to  the  exit  and  entrance  of  passengers. 

5.41  Inflammables. 

No  transportation  utility  shall  knowingly 
carry  or  permit  to  be  carried  in  any  vehicle  or 
car  in  which  passengers  are  being  carried  any 
explosives,  chemicals,  or  inflammables  other 
than  those  necessary  for  the  operation  of  the 
vehicle  or  car  if  the  safety  of  the  passengers 
might  thereby  be  prejudiced. 

5.5  Lighting. 

Every  passenger-vehicle  or  car  having  a 
placed  top,  or  its  top  up,  shall  have  a  light  or 
lights  within  the  vehicle  or  car  so  arranged  as 
to  light  up  the  whole  of  the  interior,  except 
that  portion  occupied  by  the  driver  or  motor- 
man.  Adequate  illumination  shall  be  provided 
in  the  vehicle  or  car  at  all  times  between  the 
hours  of  sunset  and  sunrise  when  the  vehicle 
is  occupied  by  passengers. 
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5.6  Pas  sengers  entering  and  leaving. 

Passengers  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  or  leave 
a  vehicle  or  car  at  the  right-hand  side  only, 
except  on  single-track  interurban  lines,  when 
passengers  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  or  leave 
a  car  at  either  side,  and  shall  not  be  permitted 
to  enter  or  leave  the  vehicle  or  car  while  it  is 
in  motion. 

5.7  Refusal  to  transport  Passengers. 

A  transportation  utility  may  refuse  to  carry 
any  person  who  is  sick,  intoxicated,  boisterous, 
disorderly,  or  profane,  or  who  for  any  other 
reason  may  be  offensive  or  dangerous  to  the 
other  passengers  or  their  property. 

5.8  Offensive  Condition  or  Conduct  of 
Employees. 

No  driver,  motorman,  ticket-taker,  or  other 
official  or  employee  of  the  utility  shall,  while  on 
duty  in  the  vehicle  or  car  with  any  passenger, 
smoke  any  tobacco  or  other  substance,  nor  shall 
he  go  on  duty  while  under  the  influence  of,  nor 
drink  while  on  duty,  any  alcoholic  beverage  or 
liquor. 


PART  VI. 

OPERATION  OF  MOTOR-VEHICLES. 

6.1  Identification. 

All  motor-vehicles  operated  by  a  transporta¬ 
tion  utility  shall  be  clearly  marked  with  the 
name  of  the  utility. 

6.11  Emergency  Door. 

Where  a  motor-vehicle  is  equipped  with  an 
emergency  door,  a  sign  shall  be  provided  inside 
the  vehicle,  on  or  adjacent  to  the  said  door,  on 
which  shall  be  printed  in  letters  clearly  legible 
and  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  inches  in 
height  the  words  “  EMERGENCY  DOOR.” 

6.12  Exhaust  Heaters  prohibited. 

No  passenger-vehicle  shall  be  equipped  with 
an  engine-exhaust  heater. 

6.13  Emergency  Equipment. 

Every  transportation  utility  shall  supply  each 
passenger-vehicle  with  one  fire-extinguisher  of 
the  pump  or  pressure  non-freezing  type  of  not 
less  than  one-quart  capacity,  securely  mounted 
on  a  bracket,  in  the  forward  portion  of  the 
vehicle  near  the  entrance  door  and  easily  acces¬ 
sible  to  the  driver;  also  one  axe  secured  in 
such  manner  and  place  within  the  vehicle  as  to 
be  readily  accessible  for  use  in  an  emergency. 

6.14  Standards  of  Construction. 

The  standards  of  construction  set  out  in 
Schedule  A  are  hereby  prescribed  as  the  stand¬ 
ards  to  be  observed  for  all  passenger-vehicles 
having  a  carrying  capacity  of  more  than  twelve 
passengers  proposed  to  be  put  into  operation 
by  a  transportation  utility  (referred  to  in  this 
paragraph  as  “new  vehicles”).  No  passen¬ 
gers  shall  be  carried  on  a  new  vehicle  unless  a 
certificate  is  first  obtained  from  an  inspector 
authorized  by  the  Commission  for  this  purpose 
and  filed  with  the  Commission,  showing  that 
the  standards  of  construction  have  been  suffi¬ 
ciently  complied  with.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  utility  to  bring  its  other  passenger-vehicles 
into  conformity  with  the  standards  without 
delay,  to  the  extent  that  this  can  be  done  with¬ 
out  undue  inconvenience  and  expense. 

6.2  Fuelling. 

No  vehicle  shall  be  fuelled  while  the  engine 
is  running,  or  in  the  presence  of  any  open 
flame,  and  when  the  vehicle  is  being  fuelled  the 
nozzle  of  the  fuel-hose  shall  be  kept  in  contact 
with  the  intake  of  the  fuel-tank  throughout  the 
fuelling  process.  The  opening  through  which 
the  tank  of  a  passenger-vehicle  is  filled  shall  be 
outside  the  body  of  the  vehicle  and  shall  be 
ventilated. 

6.3  Siiiiuling  Passengers. 

No  passengers  shall  be  carried  on  any  motor- 
vehicle  in  excess  of  the  number  for  which  ade¬ 


quate  seating  accommodation  is  provided,  ex¬ 
cept  to  the  extent  authorized  by  a  certificate 
issued  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Commission  for 
the  carrying  of  standing  passengers.  Where 
such  a  certificate  is  desired,  a  written  applica¬ 
tion  shall  be  made  therefor  and  filed  with  the 
Commission  in  triplicate,  substantially  in  the 
form  set  out  in  Schedule  B.  Every  such  cer¬ 
tificate  shall  be  posted  up  in  the  front  of  the 
vehicle  affected  so  as  to  be  visible  to  the 
passengers. 

6.4  Financial  Responsibility. 

Every  transportation  utility  shall  give  proof 
of  financial  responsibility  in  respect  of  each 
passenger  motor-vehicle  in  the  amounts  and  in 
the  manner  provided  in  the  “  Motor-vehicle 
Act,”  except  that  in  the  case  of  a  vehicle  hav¬ 
ing  seating  capacity  for  more  than  twelve  pas¬ 
sengers  proof  as  against  loss  or  damage  result¬ 
ing  from  bodily  injury  to  or  the  death  of  two 
or  more  persons  in  any  one  accident  shall  be  in 
an  amount  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  dol¬ 
lars  (exclusive  of  interest  and  costs).  The 
utility  shall  also  give  proof  of  financial  respon¬ 
sibility  to  the  Commission,  which  may  be  in  the 
form  of  a  certificate  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Provincial  Police,  or  an  officer  of  the  Provincial 
Police  designated  by  him,  showing  particulars 
of  the  proof  filed  with  him.  No  motor-vehicle 
shall  be  operated  for  the  carrying  of  passen¬ 
gers  unless  the  proof  of  financial  responsibility 
hereby  required  to  be  given  is  maintained. 

The  above  regulations  are  hereby  adopted  by 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  as  the  Regu¬ 
lations  respecting  Transportation  made  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  pirn  visions  of  the  “  Public  Utilities 
Act.”

SCHEDULE  A. 

(Referred  to  in  Paragraph  G.14.) 


Standards  for  Passenger-vehicle  Constructions, 
Province  of  British  Columbia. 

Prescribed  by  Paragraph  G.14  of  the  Regulations 
respecting  Transportation  (“  Public  Utilities  Act  ”). 

1.  CHASSIS. 

(a.)  The  gross  weight  of  a  fully  loaded  passen¬ 
ger-vehicle  must  not  exceed  the  manufac¬ 
turer’s  gross  allowable  weight  as  fixed  by 
the  official  in  charge  of  the  engineering 
department  of  the  manufacturer  of  the 
chassis.  This  shall  be  interpreted  as  the 
advertised  maximum  gross  vehicle  weight  as 
shown  in  the  manufacturer’s  regular  adver¬ 
tising  literature  describing  such  chassis. 
Gross  vehicle  weight  shall  mean  the  actual 
weight  of  the  chassis  complete,  plus  the 
weight  of  the  body,  plus  the  weight  of  the 
driver  and  the  weight  of  the  passengers  at 
150  lb.  each,  and  any  other  load.  The  wheel¬ 
base  of  any  chassis  as  originally  supplied  by 
the  manufacturer  must  not  be  altered  in 
any  manner.  (See  also  paragraph  22.) 

(b.)  The  chassis  shall  be  of  the  proper  wheel¬ 
base  to  accommodate  the  body  and  load  with 
the  proper  and  accepted  weight  distribution 
to  provide  complete  and  safe  control  of  the 
vehicle  under  all  road  conditions.  • 

(r.)  Where  the  vehicle  is  so  constructed  that  the 
chassis  and  body  are  an  integral  unit,  the 
licensee  will  be  required  to  furnish  to  the 
Commission  a  certificate  from  the  manufac¬ 
turer  of  the  vehicle,  showing  the  safe  carry¬ 
ing  capacity  of  the  vehicle  in  pounds. 
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The  number  of  passengers,  including  driver,  which 
may  be  carried  on  the  vehicle  shall  not  exceed  the 
safe  carrying  capacity  of  the  vehicle,  the  weight  of 
passengers  and  driver  being  taken  at  150  lb.  each, 
but  in  no  case  shall  the  maximum  number  of  pas¬ 
sengers  to  be  carried  exceed  the  safe  seating  and 
standing  capacity  of  the  vehicle. 

2.  EXHAUST. 

The  motor  exhaust  shall  be  carried  to  a  point 
beyond  the  rear  of  the  body  skirt  in  an  air-tight 
steel  tube  and  muffler,  and  not  beyond  the  rear 
bumper,  except  that  where  this  is  not  feasible  such 
exhaust  shall  be  approved  by  the  Commission. 
Where  motor-vehicles  are  to  be  used  in  continuous 
urban  service  stack  type  exhaust  shall  be  used 
whenever  practical. 

3.  BODIES. 

Must  be  of  accepted  standard  material  and  shall 
be  strong  enough  to  withstand  heavy  impact  through 
accident  or  collision  and  give  the  maximum  protec¬ 
tion  to  passengers. 

(a.)  Seating:  All  passenger-carrying  vehicles 
shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  afford  normal 
and  comfortable  seating  accommodation  for 
the  seated  passengers  and  all  such  seats 
shall  be  fully  upholstered.  The  minimum 
requirements  for  seat  centres  (forward 
facing  seats)  shall  be  not  less  than  26 
inches  (this  measurement  to  be  taken  on  a 
horizontal  line  from  the  extreme  top  back 
of  one  seat  to  the  extreme  top  back  of  the 
next  seat).  The  seating  arrangement  of 
every  passenger-vehicle  shall  be  such  that 
when  all  seats  are  fully  occupied,  the  driver’s 
view  ahead  or  to  the  right-  or  left-hand 
sides  is  not  obscured  in  any  way,  and  that 
the  driver  at  all  times  has  free  movement  of 
his  arms  and  legs  and  ready  access  to  emer¬ 
gency  equipment. 

( b .)  Movable  Seats:  No  movable  “let-down”  or 
“jump”  seats  shall  be  installed  without 
first  obtaining  the  approval  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission. 

(c.)  Centre  Aisle:  Shall  not  be  less  than  11 
inches  as  measured  at  seat  base-line  and  not 
less  than  16  inches  as  measured  at  hip  level. 
“  Seat  base-line  ”  means  a  horizontal  line 
taken  on  top  of  seat  cushion. 

(cl.)  Emergency  Door  Passage:  An  unobstructed 
access  satisfactory  to  the  Commission  shall 
lead  to  the  emergency  door. 

4.  INTERIOR  HEIGHT. 

Interior  clearance  height  shall  not  be  less  than 
68  inches  as  measured  at  longitudinal  centre  line  at 
the  entrance  door.  Motor-vehicles  designed  for 
standing  passengers  shall  have  a  minimum  interior 
clearance  height  of  74  inches  in  that  portion  to  be 
occupied  by  standing  passengers.  Suitable  hand¬ 
holds,  straps,  rails,  etc.,  shall  be  provided  in  order 
to  afford  adequate  support  for  standing  passengers. 

5.  FLOOR. 

Shall  be  so  constructed  that  exhaust  gases,  mois¬ 
ture,  etc.,  cannot  enter  the  vehicle  through  the  same 
and  shall  be  slip-proof.  All  closures  between  the 
vehicle  body  and  the  engine  compartment  shall  be 
fitted  with  gas-tight  gaskets,  and  pedal  openings, 
etc.,  shall  be  closed  by  bellows-type  gas-tight  boots 
or  the  equivalent. 

6.  DOORS. 

There  shall  be  no  door  at  the  left  front  of  the 
vehicle. 

Entrance  Door: 

(1.)  To  be  located  at  right  side  near  the  front  of 
the  vehicle,  and  shall  be  manually  controlled 
by  the  driver;  provided  that  such  entrance 
door  may  be  air  or  vacuum  operated  and,  if 
so,  the  control  system  shall  have  a  reserve 
tank  or  auxiliary  control. 

(2.)  Shall  have  a  minimum  horizontal  clearance 
opening  of  24  inches  and  a  vertical  clear¬ 
ance  of  the  maximum  height  in  accordance 
with  the  body  construction  as  measured 
from  top  of  lower  entrance  step  to  roof. 
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(3.)  A  vertical  hand-grip  shall  be  provided  at 
the  rear  of  the  entrance  step  well.  Loca¬ 
tion  shall  not  restrict  passageway  to  less 
than  24  inches. 

(4.)  A  safety  bar  or  its  equivalent  shall  be 
installed  between  the  vertical  hand-grip  and 
the  body  wall  at  a  height  of  approximately 
30  inches. 

(5.)  A  suitable  light  shall  be  provided  and  located 
so  as  adequately  to  illuminate  the  entrance 
step  or  steps  of  the  vehicle. 

Emergency  Door: 

(1.)  Shall  be  located  on  the  left-hand  side  at  the 
rear. 

(2.)  Shall  have  a  minimum  horizontal  clearance 
of  24  inches  and  the  height  shall  be  the 
maximum  as  permitted  by  body  construc¬ 
tion,  provided  that  such  door  shall  be  ade¬ 
quate  to  allow  the  unrestricted  exit  of  any 
passenger  carried. 

(3.)  Shall  be  equipped  with  a  fastening  device 
operated  by  a  lever  or  hand-levers  which 
afford  instant  and  easy  release,  but  designed 
to  offer  protection  against  accidental  release. 
Control  from  the  driver’s  seat  shall  not  be 
permitted. 

(4.)  Shall  be  hinged  on  its  forward  vertical  edge 
only. 

7.  BAGGAGE  AND  EXPRESS. 

If  vehicle  is  to  be  used  for  transportation  of  bag¬ 
gage  or  express  delivered  into  the  custody  of  the 
utility  company,  adequate  space  must  be  provided 
to  accommodate  same.  This  space  not  to  interfere 
with  the  free  and  ready  entering  or  leaving  such 
vehicle  and  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  prevent 
baggage  falling  on  to  or  against  any  passenger. 
All  passenger  baggage  shall  be  protected  from  dust 
and  moisture. 

8.  SIGNS. 

Paragraph  5.1  of  the  Regulations  respecting 

Transportation  (“  Public  Utilities  Act  ”)  provides 
as  follows: — ■ 

“All  passenger-vehicles  and  cars  operated  by  a 
transportation  utility  shall  have  a  sign  at  the  front 
with  letters  not  less  than  three  inches  in  height 
designating  the  route  over  which  or  the  destination 
to  which  the  vehicle  is  being  operated.  The  sign 
shall  be  illuminated  at  night.” 

Paragraph  6.1  of  the  Regulations  respecting 

Transportation  (“  Public  Utilities  Act  ”)  provides 
as  follows: — 

“All  motor-vehicles  operated  by  a  transportation 
utility  shall  be  clearly  marked  with  the  name  of 
the  utility.” 

Paragraph  6.11  of  the  Regulations  respecting 
Transportation  (“  Public  Utilities  Act  ”)  provides 
as  follows: — 

“  Where  a  motor-vehicle  is  equipped  with  an 
emergency  door,  a  sign  shall  be  provided  inside  the 
vehicle,  on  or  adjacent  to  the  said  door,  on  which 
shall  be  printed  in  letters  clearly  legible  and  not 
less  than  one  and  one-half  inches  in  height  the 
words  ‘EMERGENCY  DOOR.’” 

9.  VENTILATION. 

All  bodies  shall  be  equipped  with  a  suitably  con¬ 
trolled  ventilating  system  of  sufficient  capacity  to 
maintain  the  proper  quantity  of  air  under  operat¬ 
ing  conditions  without  the  opening  of  windows, 
except  in  extremely  warm  weather.  Toe-boards, 
dash  panels,  and  the  engine-covers  must  exclude  all 
motor  fumes  and  gases. 

10.  INTERIOR  LIGHTS. 

Every  passenger-vehicle  having  a  placed  top,  or 
its  top  up,  shall  have  maintained  a  light  or  lights 
within  the  vehicle  so  arranged  as  to  light  up  the 
whole  of  the  interior  of  the  vehicle,  except  that 
portion  occupied  by  the  driver. 

11.  GLASS. 

The  windshield,  driver’s  side  window,  and  the 
window  at  the  rear  of  the  motor-vehicle  passenger¬ 
carrying  section  shall  be  equipped  with  an  approved 
type  of  laminated  safety  glass.  Glass  used  in  all 
passenger  entrance  and  (or)  exit  doors  of  motor- 
vehicle  to  be  of  safety  type.  No  unpolished  or 
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unground  edges  shall  be  accessible  to  passengers. 
Glass  of  wire-mesh  type  shall  not  be  used  in  any 
part  of  the  body.  The  windshield  shall  be  sloped 
slightly  to  prevent  glare  from  other  lights,  large 
enough  to  permit  the  driver  to  have  a  clear  view 
of  the  road,  and  the  quality  of  glass  must  be  such 
as  to  prevent  distortion  of  view  from  any  direction. 

12.  FUEL-CONTAINERS. 

No  part  of  any  fuel  tank  or  container  or  intake 
pipe  shall  project  beyond  the  sides  of  the  motor- 
vehicle.  The  intake  pipe  of  any  fuel  tank  or  con¬ 
tainer  or  any  such  container  itself  shall  not  be 
located  within  or  above  the  passenger-carrying  por¬ 
tion  of  any  vehicle. 

13.  TOOL  COMPARTMENT. 

All  equipment  such  as  tools,  tire-chains,  etc.,  shall 
be  contained  in  a  compartment  provided  for  such 
equipment. 

14.  FIRE-EXTINGUISHER. 

Each  vehicle  shall  be  equipped  with  a  fire-extin¬ 
guisher  of  the  pump  or  pressure  (non-freezing) 
type  of  not  less  than  one-quart  capacity,  which 
shall  be  located  in  the  forward  end  of  the  vehicle, 
accessible  to  the  driver  and  near  the  entrance  door, 
which  extinguisher  shall  be  properly  filled  and 
securely  mounted  in  the  bracket  provided  for  such 
extinguisher;  also  one  axe  secured  in  such  manner 
and  place  within  the  vehicle  as  to  be  readily  acces¬ 
sible  for  use  in  an  emergency. 

15.  SIGNAL  DEVICES. 

Regulation  3,  clause  (j),  of  the  regulations  under 
the  “  Motor-vehicle  Act”  provides  as  follows: — 

“  In  every  case  where  the  load  or  body  of  a 
motor-vehicle  extends  more  than  24  inches  to  the 
left  of  the  centre  of  the  steering-wheel  the  motor- 
vehicle  shall  be  equipped  with  an  approved  signal¬ 
ling  device;  and  no  person  shall  drive,  operate,  or 
use  such  motor-vehicle  on  a  highway  unless  it  is  so 
equipped.” 

16.  STOP  SIGNAL. 

The  vehicle  shall  be  equipped  with  at  least  one 
stop  signal  light.  This  light  must  display  the  word 
“  STOP  ”  and  be  of  at  least  4  inches  in  diameter. 

17.  REFLEX  REFLECTORS. 

There  shall  be  two  reflex  reflectors  mounted  on 
the  right  and  left  corners  of  the  rear  of  the  vehicle 
not  more  than  36  inches  from  road  surface,  so 
located  as  to  reflect  the  rays  of  light  from  lights 
of  overtaking  vehicles.  These  reflectors  must  be  of 
a  type  approved  by  the  Commissioner,  B.C.  Police, 
under  Regulation  3  (d)  of  the  “Motor-vehicle  Act,” 
and  shall  not  be  less  than  4  inches  in  diameter. 

18.  WINDSHIELD  WIPERS. 

The  vehicle  shall  be  equipped  with  two  complete 
units  of  the  electric,  vacuum,  or  pressure-operated 
type. 

19.  REAR-VISION  MIRRORS. 

The  vehicle  shall  be  equipped  with  one  interior 
mirt-or,  located  so  that  a  complete  view  of  the 
interior  of  the  vehicle  as  well  as  a  view  through 
the  rear  windows  can  be  had  by  the  driver.  An 
exterior  rear  mirror  of  ample  size  shall  be  installed 
on  the  left  front  corner  of  the  vehicle  to  afford  the 
driver  a  view  of  the  highway  along  the  left  side 
and  to  the  rear  of  the  vehicle. 

20.  DEFROSTING  DEVICE. 

If  the  vehicle  is  to  be  operated  under  conditions 
such  that  ice  or  frost  would  be  likely  to  collect  on 
the  windshield,  it  shall  be  equipped  with  a  device 
or  other  means  for  preventing  or  removing  such 
ice  or  frost. 

21.  SPEEDOMETER. 

The  vehicle  shall  be  equipped  with  one  speedome¬ 
ter  which  shall  be  maintained  in  effective  working 
order  and  located  at  a  convenient  place  on  the 
instrument-board  of  the  vehicle. 

22.  GROSS  WEIGHT;  TIRE  AND  AXLE  LOADS; 

DIMENSIONS. 

The  total  gross  weight,  axle  loads  and  tire  loads, 
and  the  over-all  length,  height,  and  width  of  the 


vehicle  shall  not  exceed  the  limits  prescribed  by  the 
regulations  pursuant  to  section  34  of  the  “  Highway 
Act.” 

23.  BRAKES,  HEAD-LIGHTS,  ETC. 

The  vehicle  and  its  equipment  shall  comply  in  all 
respects  with  the  provisions  of  the  regulations 
pursuant  to  the  “  Motor-vehicle  Act.”

PRIVATE  BILLS. 

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of

If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and 
notices  proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been 
so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not 
been  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.  If 
the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  retui’ned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or 
attorney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the 
authority  of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact, 
and  the  petition  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed 
with  the  Clerk  until  this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave 
to  bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll-bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person 
or  persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill 
shall,  upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by 
Standing  Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the 
privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval 
between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or 
not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  inti’oduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 

(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed 
in  small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty 
ems,  on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches 
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by  7%  inches.  There  shall  be  a  marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the 
numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through 
the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of 
each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  immediately  before  the  first  reading. 
If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Px-ivate 
Bills,  or  thi’ough  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thei’eof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incoi’poi'ate  com¬ 
panies,  in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned 


in  Rule  98,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of 
the  company  ai’e  payable  at  the  same  time. 
Further  particulars  can  be  had  on  application 
to  the  undersigned. 

All  cheques  in  payment  of  fees  must  be 
certified.
